But rane the great stress is 
on the Central Powers, other nations 
are fecling the strain. The smaller 
neutral countries are confronted with 
feod shortage and high prices. Swit- 
zerland and Holland, in arms for de- 
fence, feed from their own scanty 
supply thousands of refugees who, 
homeless and destitute, have fled 
thither for sanctuary. England, men- 
aced by an ever-increasing submar- 
ine warfare, is organizing her agri- 
culture on a new basis, enlisting for 
her farms the services of women and 
disabled soldiers, and putting her 
beautiful and historic parks under 
the plough. France sows her yrain 
and reaps her harvest, even within 
the sound of the guns, by the heroic 


, and-unceasing labor of her old men 


woinen and children. 

Such is the picture of Europe at 
this hour. Facing the fateful days 
which lie before us in this third and 
sternest yeat of war we realize with 
increasing clearness how vital a 
factor in the final decision the food 
supply must be.

Potato Shotrage in Germany 


Apprehension Grows at Inroads Up- 
on Cereal Stocks 


_ The potato shortage’ in Germany 
is making itself felt in spite of assur- 
ances at the time the bread ration 
was reduced last month that enough 
potatoes were on hand to permit a 
weekly per capita issue of five pounds 
until the next harvest. The bureau of 
feod control, by strenuous efforts, 
has been unable to supply a_five- 
pound ration in the Berlin and West- 


larly acute. Bitter complaints, how- 
ever, are coming ‘from various other 
sections of the empire which feel that 
they are being slighted. In many sec- 
tions of Bavaria, according to reperts 
to the Reichstag, the potato ration is 
only 24 ounces weekly. The Ham- 
burg ration is now and has been for 
weeks three pounds and the _ sister 
city of Altona has been placed for the 
next week on a pound and a half al- 
lowance. 

It is true that, in accordance with 
the government’s promise, the bread 
ration is not reduced where the five- 
pound allowance of potatoes is not 
furnished. Every pound extra of flour 
applied for this purpose, however, up- 
sets the government’s scheme of dis- 
tribution, which was based on the fact 
that the stock of grain in the empire 
is barely adequate, under reduced ra- 
tions, to carry the population through 
until August 15, the earliest possible 
date when flour from the new harvest 
is expected to be available. 

The national military requisition 
and expropriation of grain which has 
just been furnished, has, according to 
Food Commissioner Michaelis, not 
uncovered enough unreported grain 
to materially affect previous esti- 
mates. Also the prospective date for 
the harvest has been still further de- 
ferred by the continued cold weather 
experienced since the revised scheme 
of distribution was put out. In the 
east and west, Prussia districts, two 
of the great grain districts of Ger- 
many, frosts were reported as late as 
last week. 

Under the circumstances, the auth- 
orities face, the alternative of again 
reducing the bread ration or con- 
fronting a hiatus of more or less dur- 
ation between the time of the ex- 
haustion of the presert stocks and 
the incoming of the fitst 1917 flour. 
This is an unpleasant prospect for 
the government, as it was only able 
to check the strike moyement by the 
positive assurance that neither bread 
nor potato allowance would be fur- 
ther reduced. Apprehension is. also 
being expressed, particularly in agra- 
rian circles, at the inroad which the 
increased meat ration, granted when 
\the bread allowance was reduced, is

cial document: 
“There was in the camp a_ labor 


bureau visited by all the employces 
of the surrounding towns. Some of 
us, unable to stand the regime of 
the camp any longer, and hoping to 
be able to escape more casily if we 
were not under immediate military 
supervision, consented to work in 
the Mannesmafin munition factory at 
Gelsenkirchen. A daily salary of 8 
to 12 marks was promised, out of 
which 2 marks 60 pfennigs would be 
taken for our board and lodging. We 
were to be allowed to correspond 
with our relatives in Belgium, and to 
receive parcels from them. Leave 
after two months in order to go to 
Belgium was promised, with definite 
release after four months. But after 
a few days’ work we soon realized 
that none of these promises would 
be kept. Our cards to Belgium 
never reached their destinations, and 
our salary was not paid. They took 
3 marks 25 pfennigs for 
and after six weeks at Gelsenkirchen 
only 8 marks 50 pfennig were given 
to us—one day’s wages.”

Deputation of ‘Agriculturists Get 
Consideration in Revised 
Railway Act 


A deputation representing the Can- 
adian Council of Agriculture appear- 
ed before the special committee at 
Ottawa which is revising the Railway 
Act to urge the adoption § of 
amendments to the act proposed by 
that body in order to help farmers 
and others secure remuneration. for 
stock and property caused through 
the operation of the railway trains 
Two of the propqsed amendments 
were accepted by the committee and 
will be considered later. 

The amendments provide it shall be 
the duty of the railways when they 
run thorugh enclosed land to take ei- 
fective measures to protect the crops 
and to prevent animals entering upon 
or eseaping from enclosed land, 

Another accepted amendment gives 
the railway board power to relieve 
the railways temporarily, or  other- 
wise, of these conditions in localities 
where such precautions are not neces- 
sary.
